SOUTH.- 

Three  years  ago  Bloomfield  hai)  no  aj>- 
paratus  or  means  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires. 

During  the  winter  of  1882-83  came  two 
tires  of  such  magnitude  that  public  spir¬ 
ited  citizens  saw  the  great  need  of  some 
means  of  protection  against  fire. 

The  destruction  by  fire  of  valuable 
buildings  and  the  loss  of  taxable  proper¬ 
ty  was  a  great  detriment  to  our  town. 
Insurance  rates,  already  high,  began  to 
be  increased  and  it  was  evident  that,  un¬ 
less  steps  for  protection  against  fire  were 
taken,  we  should  find  our  town  placed  at 
a  great  disadvantage  in  comparison  with 
towus  having  such  protection.  * 

In  March,  1883,  five  citizens  called  a 
meeting  to  take  steps  to  form  an  organi¬ 
zation  for  fire  protection.  4 

A  temporary  organization  was  formed, 
and  arrangements  made  for  a  canvass  for 
subscriptions. 

In  a  short  time  over  $1,G00  was  raised 
and  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  was  pur¬ 
chased. 

The  Truck  Company  was  organized 
June  27,  1883,  and  consisted  of  50  uiern- 
liers.  The  Truck  was  received  Aug.  10, 

1883. 

The  township,  having  received  a  pro- 
jHisitinu  for  the  introduction  of  a  water 
supply  from  the  Orange  Water  Company, 
decided,  at  a  public  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose,  to  make  the  water  contract. 

The  hydrants,  9G  in  number,  and  since 
largely  increased,  were  all  in  working  or¬ 
der  in  June  1884,  and  water  was  running 
in  about  ten  miles  of  pipes  in  our  streets. 

Those  who  are  daily  using  the  pure  water 
appreciate  its  worth. 

With  the  introduction  of  hydrants  and  a 
good  water  pressure,  came  the  necessity 
for  hose  companies  and  hose,  and  this 
w  as  promptly  met. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  the  spring 
of  1884  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  was 
made  for  fire  purposes. 

Bloomfield  Hose  Co.  No.  1  was  organ¬ 
ized  Nov.  2,  1883,  and  obtained  from  the 
township  a  hose  cart  and  hose  on  Feb. 

13,  1884. 

The  Hose  Company  purchased  their 
handsome  carriage  on  Sept.  22,  1884,  and 
changed  their  name  to  Phienix  Hose  Com¬ 
pany  No.  1. 

Last  year  Active  Host-  Co.  No.  2  was 
formed  in  Wnlsessing,  and  took  the  cart 
formerly  used  by  Pho-nix. 

This  year  Excelsior  Hose  Co.  No.  3, 
has  been  formed  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
town,  and  has  been  supplied  by  the  town- 
ship  with  a  hose  cart 

Active  Hose  Co.  lias  recently  purchased 
a  handsome  hose  carriage,  and  the  town¬ 
ship  has  purchased  a  small  fire  1x41  to  be 
placed  in  Watsessing  to  send  an  alarm  to 
the  Centre  for  a  fire  in  that  locality.  The 
bell  tower  and  fire  bell  were  erected  in 
June  1884  by  Essex  H.  &.  L.  Co.  No.  1, 
at  an  expense  of  $1,400,  and  they  have 
fitted  up  their  house  in  a  very  handsome 
and  convenient  manner. 

The  Bloomfield  Firemen's  Relief  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  incorporated  July  31,  1883. 

The  fund  is  derived  From  the  tax  on 
foreign  insurance  companies  doing  busi 
ness  in  this  State,  and  is  divided  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  among  the  various  lo¬ 
cal  organizations.

The  Central  District,  No.  6,  is  indica¬ 
ted  by  the  dotted  lines.  The  outlying 
districts  are  designated  by  points  of  the 
compass  from  the  bell  tower,  a  northerly 
direction  being  District  2,  northeast  2-3, 
east  3,  southeast  3-4,  south  4,  southwest 
4-5,  west  5,  and  northwest  5-2. 

The  following  are  orders  concerning 
alarms :  All  alarms  will  be  preceded  by 
20  rapid  strokes. 

All  alarms  will  be  struck  10  minutes. 

Second  alarm,  10  strokes,  repeated  5 
times. 

Second  alarm  calls  entire  department. 

In  sending  alarms  by  telephone,  call 
“  Bloomfield  No.  24.”  The  “  back  taps” 
will  be  given  by  two  strokes  on  the  bell. 

Companies  will  respond  to  alarms  as 
follows:  Truck  1,  all  alarms.  Hose  1,  all 
alarms.  Hose  2,  districts  3,  3-4,  4,  4-5, 
5,  G.  Hose  3,  districts  2,  2-3,  3,  5  2,  6. 

The  Chief  Engineer’s  office  is  located 
in  the  Truck  House.  Citizens  can  obtain 
handsomely  printed  cards  showing  the 
fire  alarm  districts  and  the  weather  sig¬ 
nals,  as  shown  by  Essex  H.  &  L.  Co.  No. 
1  on  their  house,  by  application  to  the 
officers  of  that  company. 

Our  fire  department  and  water  supply 
to-day  is  equalled  but  by  few  towns  of 
our  size,  and  that  we  are  well  protected 
from  fire  is  shown  by  reductions  made  by 
insurance  companies  in  their  rates,  and 
in  the  good  work  done  by  the  department 
since  its  organization. 

No  names  are  mentioned  here,  but  the 
success  of  the  fire  department  is  due 
largely  to  the  untiring  afid  persistent  la¬ 
bors  of  many  of  its  officers  and  members-

Vicinity  Notes. 

EAST  ORAJkiE. 

A  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  East 
Orange  Township^waa  held  Monday  even¬ 
ing,  with  Chairman  MpAdam  presiding, 
and  all  the  membirs  present.  When  the 
committees  were  being  called  upon  for 
reports,  the  Ordinance  Committee  asked 
for  further  time  to  consider  the  supple 
uient  to  the  dog  ordinance  to  establish  a 
dog  pound.  Mr.  Wiley  mo  veil  that  the 
committee  be  relieved  from  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  matter.  Mr.  Thompspii 
promptly  objected  to  this,  and  said  that 
if  the  motion  wad  insisted  upon  he  would 
introduce  the  ordinance  as  it  had  been 
drawn  and  should  use  his  best  efforts  to 
secure  its  passage.  More  time  was  asked 
for  to  give  an  opportunity  to  consider  the' 
protest  against  the  opening  of  a  dog 
pound,  and  he  saw  no  reason  why  the 
committee’s  request  should  not  be  grant 
ed.  Mr.  Wiley  withdrew  his  motion,  and 
more  time  was  granted  the  committee. 
Mr.  Dodd,  of  the  Gas  Committee,  report¬ 
ed  receiving  a  communication  from  Mr. 
Smalley,  of  the  Citizen’s  Gas  Light  Com¬ 
pany,  asking  if  the  contract  agreed  upon 
had  been  signed.  Mr.  Dodd  explained 
that  the  contract  had  been  held  to  see  if 
Orange  succeeded  in  getting  lower  prices. 
Gas  had  been  rejected  by  Orange  and  he 
supposed  they  |rouid  have  to  sign  the 
contract.  He  had  so  informed  Mr.  Smal¬ 
ley.  The  Sewerage  Committee  reported 
progress  and  were  granted  an  appropria 
tion  of  $1000,  Mr.  Jones  explaining  that 
they  might  hold  some  of  it  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  real  estate.  The  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  were  empowered  to  borrow  a  sum 
not  exceeding  $10,000  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  and  a  warrant  for  $1,103.51  was 
ordered  drawn  to  pay  interest  and  prin¬ 
cipal  on  bonds  issued  for  tl*3  improve¬ 
ment  of  Milford  street,  Glenwood  avenue 
and  Halsted  street.  The  Police  Commit¬ 
tee  were  authorized  to  appoint  three  spec¬ 
ial  officers  or  chancemen.  The  bonds  for 
the  improvement  of  Grove  street,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $4,700,  were  awarded  to  the  Fire¬ 
men’s  Insurance  Company,  of  Newark, 
they  being  the  highest  bidders  at  $107. 
Messrs.  James  E.  Reynolds,  Edward 
Meeker  and  George  Gault  were  appoint¬ 
ed  Commissioners  of  appeals,  they  having 
failed  to  qualify  when  elected  last  Spring. 

An  oil  stove  exploded  on  Monday  in  a 
house  on  Lloyd  avenue,  owned  by  Mr. 
Stretch.  The  flames  were  extinguished 
without  much  damage.  Hoseman  John 
Purdam,  of  the  Ashland  Company,  fell 
and  the  wheels  of  the  hose  carriage  pass¬ 
ed  over  his  legs,  injuring  him  severely. 

Saturday  four  Newark  lads  were  ar¬ 
rested  for  entering  the  cellar  of  the  burn¬ 
ed  National  Building  corner  of  Main  and 
Grove  streets,  and  stealing  groceries  be¬ 
longing  to  Howell  H.  Young.  They  gave 
their  names  as  John  Gaven,  aged  four¬ 
teen,  No.  151  Summit  street;  Felix  Me 
Garven,  aged  12,  No.  78  Wilsey  street ; 
Joseph  Henderson,  aged  12,  No.  48  Wick 
liffe  street,  and  Bernard  Connerty,  aged 
12,  of  Academy  street.  It  was  found 
that  Connerty  had  not  been  with  the 
tliieves  the  day  before  and  he  was  dis¬ 
charged. 

SOUTH  OKANOE. 

A  serious  driving  accident  occured  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon,  at  the  comer  of  Centre 
street  and  South  Orange  avenue.  A  gen¬ 
tleman  who  resides  on  Camden  street, 
Newark,  opposite  the  City  Hospital,  was 
driving,  with  his  wife  and  two  children, 
along  Centre  street,  when  the  horse  took 
fright  at  a  passing  bicycle  and  upset  the 
conveyance,  throwing  out  the  occupants. 
The  lady  was  taken  into  Mr.  Baldwin’s 
residence,  and  a  physician  from  South 
Orange  was  summoned.  It  is  feared 
that  she  is  seriously  injured.  The  oldest 
child  had  her  spine  injured  and  all  were 
more  or  lees  bruised  and  out.  Mr.  Bal 
dwiii  took  them  to  their  home  in  his  car¬ 
riage.  The  horse  was  captured  by  Mr. 
Eugene  Kelly’s  farmer.  Later  in  the 
afternoon  the  gentleman  returned  with  a 
friend  for  his  horse  and  carriage.  Tbey 
had  but  just  started  away  from  Mr.  Bal¬ 
dwin’s  house,  when  the  horse  again  ran 
away  and  again  upset  the  carriage,  both 
of  the  occupants  falling  under  it.  For¬ 
tunately  neither  Ivere  seriously  injured, 
but  both  had  their  faces  and  hands  badly 
cut  on  the  macadam.  The  horse  ran  to 
Newark,  breaking  the  carriage  to  pieces 
on  the  way. 

WEST  ORANGE. 

Michael  Bolan,  of  Orange,  a  stout  young 
man  aged  nineteen,  had  a  desperate  fight 
with  a  vicious  stallion,  cm  Mr.  Frank  C. 
O’Reilly’s  stock  farm  at  Ufimraton,  Bun-  ’ 


day  afternoon  Bolan  w  as  exercising  the 
animal  when  he  became  fractious  and 
throwing  Bolan  from  his  back  turned  to 
attack  him.  Fortunately  a  long  and 
heavy-  dub  lay  near,  and  with  tins  the 
lad  successfully  resisted  the  vicious  at¬ 
tacks  of  tlie  maddened  animal  for  fifteen 
minutes,  and  finally  drove  the  horse  to 
its  stable.  It  is  reported  that  two  men 
who  came  to  Bolan ’s  aid  were  severely  in¬ 
jured  by  the  beast,  but  this  is  denied. 

About  twenty  young  gentlemen,  reel 
dents  of  East  Orange  and  Llewellyn  Park, 
have  organized  an  athletic  club  with  Mr. 
C.  B.  Crummelin  as  President,  and  G.  Cl 
Smyth  as  Secretary.  They  have  fitted  u|> 
a  ball  ground. 

ORANGE. 

The  death  of  Erastus  Pierson,  a  native 
and  one  of  the  oldest  residents  of  Orangei, 
occurred  at  the  Memorial  Hospital  Sun¬ 
day.  Mr.  Pierson  was  bora  April  12, 
1805.  He  is  best  known  as  the  owner 
and  a  driver  of  the  old  stage  line  between 
Tory  Comer  and  Newark,  his  stages  run 
ning  from  1843  or  ’44  to  about  II 
Mr.  Pierson  had  but  one  hand  for 
greater  part  of  his  life,  he  having  cot 
of  them  off  with  an  axe  during  a 
of  religious  excitement,  in  obedience  to 
the  scriptural  command :  “  If  thy  right 
hand  offend  thee,  cut  it  off.”  He  hail 
been  a  sufferer  from  a  cancer  for  more 
than  a  year  and  it  finally  resulted  in  hisi 
death. 

A  bold  sneak  tliief  entered  the  apart 
ments  of  Mr.  Robert  McGowan,  over  his 
shoe  store,  on  Main  street,  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  family,  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon.  He  ransacked  one  room 
and  secured  a  pair  of  ear  rings  and  some 
other  articles  of  jewelry,  valued  at  $25. 

Three  men  stood  talking  at  the  Tre 
rnont  avenue  crossing  Monday  and  paid 
no  attention  to  an  approaching  train  un¬ 
til  it  was  almost  upon  them.  One  of 
them  was  so  near  the  track  when  the  lo¬ 
comotive  passed  that  a  basket  which  he 
had  upon  his  arm  was  caught  by  the  en¬ 
gine  and  torn  from  his  grasp  and  the 
man  was  hurled,  with  considerable  force 
to  the  ground. 

ELIZABETH. 

Mr.  Jesse  J.  Catlin,  who  was  injured 
in  attempting  to  save  the  life  of  Miss 
Wyckoff,  awoke  Saturday  after  a  refresh¬ 
ing  sleep  of  sixteen  hours.  He  recognized 
liis  wife,  children  and  friends,  and  ad¬ 
dressed  them  by  name.  His  whole  con¬ 
dition  is  very  much  better  than  at  any 
time  since  the  accident,  and  the  physi¬ 
cians  are  quite  hopeful  of  his  final  recov¬ 
ery.
